BIGGEST WEDDING ON RECORD. 


The greatest mass wedding on record 
from gray antiquity to the present day 
took place at the time of Alexander the 
Great. Ten thousand one hundred and 
one men were married to 10,101 women 
at one time on that memorable occa- 
sion. It was after the conquest of Per- 
sia that Alexander, believing intermar- 
riage between the victors and the van- 
auished to be the best method of secur- 
ing his supremacy in the conquered 
country, decree? that 100 cf his chief of- 
ficers and 10,000 of his Greek soldiers 
should be married at the same time 
with a corresponding number of Per- 
sian women. The mass wedding was 
celebrated on a plain near the City or 
Susa. 

A vast pavilion was erected in which 
Alexander the Great himself was to 
marry Ctatira, the beautiful dauehter 
of Darius. It was hung with rich tts- 
sues and adorned with gold and prec- 
fous stones. Adjoining the pavilion 
were gorgeous quarters for the hundrea 
officers, and in an inclosed court seats 
were prepared for the 10,000 soldier 
bridegrooms and their prospective 
brides. The ceremony was exceeding- 
ly simple. After all the grooms and 
brides were assembled and in their 
proper places Alexander offered a liba- 
tion to the’ gods and then kissed Sta:- 
ira as his wife. His example was im- 
itated by all the other grooms witn 
their respective brides, and after the 
ceremony was thus completed the great 
we'ding feast was spread for tre t*ou- 
sands.

at best, of our sources of artesian water 
supply. 
the San Joaquin Vaalley and along the

basis to search for an artesian water 
supply. 


As it is now most of the 
search is conducted in .a@ hap-hazard 
way. If we happen te hit the under- 
ground flow, we are in luck; if we fall, 


our failure is merely the fruits of ig- 
norance. 


The artesian belt of the San Joaquin 
Valley is fairly well defined, but the 
source of that underground flow is 
merely a matter of conjecture, not the 


result of a positive scientific knowledge 


of the conditions and of the source 
whence the stream springs. In Europe 
they have acquired a correct knowledge 
of the formations and nearly where and 
at what depths artesian water may be 


expected to be found. 


If the discovery of an underground 


stream in Arizona is genuine, it may]|” * 


lead to a careful study of the stratifica- 
tion and add immensely to our stock of 
knowledge regarding the territory's 
water supply. Nothing could add more 
to the wealth of the territory than tre 
discovery that there is enough water 
available underground to make up the 
deficiency which naturally exists on the 
surface,

The 
caucuses have been held and the can- 
didate of Lawrence has cirried off the 
nomination as a Lawrence candidate 
has been accustomed to. do for so long 
a time. The convention has not vet 
been held to be sure, but there is very 
little doubt of Mr. Frost’s nomination, 
and Methuen republicans are already 
declaring their intention of defeating 
him at the polls. 

The attitude of the republicans of 
Lawrence in this matter is nothing new. 
They have demanded and received for 
many years the fruits of might, and the 
towns have meekly submitted. Me- 
thuen republicans now rise and say if 
their candidate is not chosen they will 
bolt, not for any love of their candidate, 
nor because they consider him any 
better fitted for the oflice, but because 
they believe it time to fight for the 
principle involved. We can appreciate 
the principle, but cannot approve the 
means proposed for asserting it. 

The voters’ duty toward a candidate 
is to pass upon his fitness for the office 
to which he aspires. If he has been 
nominated through improper methods 
he should be defeated anyway, but 
there is no such claim in this case 
where the contest has been fairly and 
honorably conducted. To make Mr. 
Frost suffer for the sake of a principle, 
however vital that principle may be, is 
something that should be considered 

very carefully. 

We cannot help feeling that there is 
no way to adjust this question, save by 
the presentation of a candidate whose 
eminent fitness will command support 
in the entire district whether he be a 
citizen of Lawrence or a suburbanite. 
With such a candidate we believe the 
voters of Lawrence may be trusted to 
play fair with their neighbors, but we 
believe under the present circumstances 
they have been as indifferent to the 
entire question of principle involved, as 
are many town residents who, have 
chosen their candidate solely upon the 
question of merit.

ARSHAEOLOGICAL DEPARMENT. 


A Sketch of What It Consists and Its 
Future Plan-of Work. 


The Phillipian of Wednesday had a 
sketch of the new Archaeological dé- 
partment at Phillips academy which is 
interesting to Andover people. 

Anybody may join the class altho’ the 
amouut. of the tuition fees for those not 
regular members of the academy has not 
yet been determined. 

The article from the Phillipian is re- 
printed below: 

“It is. scarcely possible to speak in de- 
tail concerning the plans for the Archae- 
ological building. ‘They have not been 
accepted, although action upon them 
may be taken ina few days. Briefly, it 
may be stated that the plans provide 
for more than a mere museum. They 
include reception and meeting rooms in 
which the students may assemble during 
recreation hours, beth day and evening. 
Places will be provided for the various 


games. : . 

As it will bea year before the building 
is completed, the collections have been 
temporarily stored in the old gymnasium. 
The class meets there’ Monday ‘and 
Thursday afternoons. As Dr. Peabody, 
the director of the department, and Mr. 
Moorehead, the curator, wish to unpack 
certain of the specimens, the class will 
not attend lectures for some weeks, 
The students find this laboratory work 
unique and interesting. 

Dr. Peabody delivers the first lecture 
of the course, but it is impossible to 
name the date now. During the fall and 
winter he will discourse upon the Cen- 
tral and South American tribes, certain 
of the mound-building folk, etc. ‘The 
curator limits his lectures to the North 
American aborigines in historic and pre- 
historic times. ’ 

The collection 1s quite complete. Of 
some sections of the country represented 
in the exhibit, it would be difficult to 
add new types. Of the St. Lawrence, 
Pacific coast, the South, and a few other 
sections the collection is not yet com- 
plete, but ancient sites there may be 
worked at some future time. One of 
the investigators engaged upon the col- 
lection discovered an ancient cemetery 
at the mouth of the Wabash river 
(Southern Ind.),.and from an area not 
exceeding an acre in length took more 
than 100 skeletons, 150 urns, bowls, 
dishes and effigies of clay, many pipes, 
awls,ete. He secured sufficient material 
to illustrate the life, customs, - arts, etc., 
of that region. Similar exhibits are ob- 
tained from three sections in Ohio, from 
Arizona, New Mexico, Missouri and 
Georgia. 

The class will probably visit some of 
the ancient sites in Massachusetts, es- 
pecially Marblehead. In some _ placés 
great oyster-shell heaps are found, where 
Massachusetts aborigines spent many 
seasons and consumed vast quantities of 
oysters. Many curiosities are found in 
these heaps. Next summer Mr. Moor- 

| head hopes to take the class to Maine to 
examine some cf the graves there, 
The course is popular, yet not simply a 
study of relics, but a strictly scientific 
course and collection, treated in a popular 
|'manner, Archaeology is a debation of 
the broader science of anthropology, and 
those who wish to pursue it further can 
take the Harvard course in anthropology. 

The three purposes of this depart- 

ment are as follows: First, to awaken 
interest in American Archaeology agd 
kindred subjects among the students oO 
the academy and others who may be at- 
tracted to the department; second, to 
provide opportunity for careful study 
and advanced work in connection with 
the large amount of material to be 
found in the collection, and for publi- 
cation cf the results obtained ; to provide, 
in addition, rooms of cheerful character 
in the new building, which will be open 
to the students of the academy for so- 
cial purposes the place becoming thus, 
in a way,a center for the student’s inter- 
course from day to day.’’

The mayor said that he was very well 
satisfied with the présent location of 
the postoffice and that any site near th? 
present one for the proposed new gov 
ee building would be satisfactor; 

o him. 

Or cannot say,” he said, ‘that the siw: 
in question would be a good one fo: 
the people of ward one, and gurely 
they are entitled to as much consider: 
ation as any one else.” 

His Honor said that he had not given 
the matter any considerat'on and fur- 
ther that he was not famiiar with the 
plan made by the Essex company. 

Hon. Byron Truell: “The federal 
building ought: never to be placed on 
the Boston & Maine common and it 
never will be. In my opinion a larger 
appropriation for a site will be secured 
at the next seSs'on of congress.’ 

City Clerk Corcoran: “I am still in 
favor of the site at the northwest cor- 
ner of Lawrence and Common streets. 
This lot is almost in the geographical 
centre of the population as well as in 
the business center. It isa good p.aceé 
for a public building. Easily reached 
from all points of the city. It seems 
as if the government ought to be abie 
to secure this property at a reason- 
able price.” 

Lewis G. Holt: “I have no personal 
preference, but it seems to me that the 
Boston & Maine common will make a 
site which will be excellent for the 
public in general. Mails: could be ce- 
liverei half an hour ear.jier and closed 
half an hour later. In a few years it 
will be very near the center of popula- 
tion, too,’’ 

Supt. M. F. Collins of the water de- 
partment: “I thing a site nearer the 
center of business district would give 
more general satisfaction.” 

Richard J. Shea: ‘With the carrier 
system we have, I do not think the 
Boston & Maine common site would be 
s0 very inconvenient. There is no 
doubt. however, that many business 
men would prefer to have the building 
in the center of the business district. 
I believe in seizing a lot and paying a 
fair price for it. I think the building 
should be on Essex street:--It- was a 
grave mistake to place the state arm- 
ory where it stands.” 

Roscoe Doble said: ‘I do not think 
that the new federal building should 
be erected on the Boston & Maine com- 
mon. It will ‘be strange if the govern- 
ment cannot secure q site nearer the 
present office.” 

Presi ent Choate of the common 
council: ‘The Boston & Maine com- 
mon is not a suitable site in my opin- 
ion. The federal building should be 
nearer the business center of the city. 
The best site is the Chamberiain 
property on the corner of Lawrence 
and Common streets! and I predict that 
the building will be erected there.” 

Lawyer J.-P.-S. Mah ney—‘T.o far 
up the street. They ought to get a 
more central location.’"”’ Mr. Mahoney 
is inclined to favor the site at corner 
of Essex and Hampshire streets. 

Hon. Charles F. Sargent—‘‘It seems 
to me a little too far away from tke 
business section of the city.” 

R. J. Macartney—‘“‘It is too far away. 
My choice of a site would be the lot 
where the Lawrence Street church now 
stands. It would give the building 
three streets and the location would be 
unexcelle! with the new High school 
building on one corner, the Pacific mills 
estate on another, and the coMmon on 
the other.’’ 

Edward I. Koffman—There can't be 
too many beauty spots in the city and I 
think it would be taking one of them 
away to put the new building on the 
Boston & Maine common, Besides 
that it would dwarf the depot to put a 
beautiful structure so near it, It 
would be advisable to get another S!Ite. 
There's the site for it right over there,’ 
he said, pointing to the corner of Essex 
and Hampshire streets. “If it were 
put there, I think the business people 
of this district wceuld be willing to make 
donations to help out. That site has 
all the requisites and it is central. I'd 
be willing to give my portion towards 
making up the deficit. The Essex com- 
pany has shown its liberality by offer- 
ing the land at a reasonable figure; 
now if the corpany would show its lib: 
erality by fixing it up fcr the public it 
would be a fine thing. <A few sea‘s in 
the park would add to it greatly.” 

H. A..Musk—‘‘Aside from the corner 
of Essex and Hampshire streets, I 
think it as good a site as trev have 
named. I can see no objection to 
placing the postoffice there.”

BOY DROWNED. 


Wilfred Jerome, aged 13 years, was 
drowned in the Merrimack river Tues- 
Cvy afternoon, but it was not until 
Wednesday that the accident became 
known. 

Young Jerome with two other boys, 
one named Arsene Peltier, aged 9, and 
the other Joseph Goulet, aged 10, went 
to the bank of the river near the Law- 
rence Ice cOmpany’s houses yesterday 
afternoon instead of going to school. 
After a while Jerome and Peltier 
jumped into a boat and pushed out 
into the stream using pieces of boards 
for oars. They soon found that they 
could not Overcome the current with 
the boards and in their fright threw 
them away. This left them without 
any means of steering the craft which 
began to drift rapidly down the river 
towards the dam. Finally both jumped 
into the water. Jerome struggled a mo- 
ment and went down. Pe.tier could 
swim and when he saw that he could 
not save his companion he struck out 
for shore and was soon safe on the 
river bank. He and Goulet ran home 
too frightened to know what to do 
about it and neither of them men:ionea 
the affair to his parents. 

Tuesday night the father of Jerome 
notified the police that his son was 
missing from home. Patrolman Benoit 
was detailed on thé case and this morn- 
ing upon inquiry at the French school 
he learned that three boys had not at- 
tended the afte:noon session yesterday. 
Peltier was at school this.morning and 
to the officer he admitted that he was 
with Jerome but he said nothing even 
then about what had happened. The 
boy was taken to the police station ana 
questioned by the marshal but refused 
to say anything about the matter. 


Finally the boy broke down and told 
Officer Benoit how the. accident oc- 
curred. 


Officers Benoit and Hart went at once 
to the river and began to drag for the 
body. After about an hour's search 
the body was recovered about 15 feet 
from shore, just off the upper ice 
houses, 

The medical examiner viewed the re- 
mains which were turned over to Un- 
dertaker Lacaillade. 

Jerome's parents live at 237 Lowell 
street. They have several other child- 
ren. Two of the dead boy’s sisters and 
one younger brother viewed. the re« 
mains on the river bank this noon.

‘It means 
that the new presitient’s wife is phys!- 
cally strong. Indeed Mrs. Roosevelt, 
though frail in appearance, quite lives 
up to the family traditions in never 
employing a coctor and in trusting to 
exercise and hygiene to preserve her 
health. 

This being the case, she will probably 
submit to the handshaking orceals of 
the presidential: receptions—ordeals 
which Mrs. Harrison and Mrs. McKin- 
ley were plainiy unable even to at- 
tempt and which never failed to prove 
a great strain on the robust Mrs, 
Cleveland. 

In addition to her social and domestic 
duties, Mrs. Roosevelt contrived during 
her life as wits [ot the governor, to re- 
vive her interest in horsemanship, and 
she became a very good rider . 

Much of her time in Albany, as else- 
where was devoted to needlework, for 
she is an expert needlewoman., 

It should not be overlooked that she 
is also a woman of unusual cultivation 
and of tastes quite as pronouncedly Iit- 
erary as those of her husband. There 
is at present.extant a book of verse 
which Mrs. Roosevelt published for pri- 
vate circulation only. 

Mrs. Roosevelt has never willingly 
put herself on public view except when 
it was quite necessary. Theodore 
Roosevelt once tried to express his 
wife’s unwillingness to let her person- 
ality become known to the public. 

“If I.should let you have a photo- 
graph of Mrs. Roosevelt,” he said 
laughingly to a reporter, ‘‘she would 
consider it. a sufficient ground for a 
divorce.” 

Nevertheless, when the last Republl- 
can national convention was held In 
Philadelphia, the temptation to stand 
by her husband in that important crisis 


of his life was too strong for Mrs. 
Roosevelt to withstand. She did not 
want him to be nominated for vice- 


president, but she believed in him, and 
knew he would be right whatever hap- 


pened. So she sat smilingly confident 
in the great auditorium and flashed 
messages of encouragement to her 
husband, which he affectionately res 


turned.
